Apple unveils iPad 
with doubled memory 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
Tuesday unveiled a new iPad 
with twice the storage capac¬ 
ity as the existing model in an 
effort to score business with 
companies that share large 
amounts of data. 

Apple's new iPad will 
have a capacity of 128 giga¬ 
bytes compared with the cur¬ 
rent model, which comes 
with different memory capac¬ 
ities but has a maximum of 
64 gigabytes. 

"With twice the storage 


capacity and an unparalleled 
selection of over 300,000 na¬ 
tive iPad apps, enterprises, 
educators and artists have 
even more reasons to use 
iPad for all their business and 
personal needs," said Apple 
senior vice president of mar¬ 
keting Philip Schiller in a 
statement. 

Apple's move to expand 
its iPad following comes as 
the company faces tough 
questions from Wall Street 
over its growth prospects. 

Company shares lost 
about 12 percent of their 
value last week after the com¬ 
pany reported earnings that 
showed lower profit margins 
and smaller anticipated 
growth than expected. 

The new iPad model will 
go on sale on February 5, 
with a suggested price of 
$799 for the iPad with Wi-Fi 
capacity and $929 for iPad 
with Wi-Fi and Cellular ca¬ 
pacity.

AHATA denies STA allegations

Recent statements have been 
made by the President of STA 
that the Aruba Hotel and 
Tourism Association is some¬ 
how interfering with employ¬ 
ees ’ right to have a trade 
union represent them in the 
hotels. Nothing could be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. If em¬ 
ployees want to have union 
representation the hotels and 
AHATA know perfectly well 
that they can do so at a prop¬ 
erty or business level. 

What Mr. De Cuba and 
STA wants to do however is 
something completely differ¬ 
ent. Mr. De Cuba knows 
there is not enough support at 
a property or business level 
amongst the employees to 
want a union. He has said so 
himself. This is because the 
employees know that the 
wages, benefits and working 
conditions offered by the ho¬ 
tels are already very good and 
that a union can do little to 
improve this. So what STA 
wants to do is break up the 


hotel or business into small 
units, for example an individ¬ 
ual restaurant, or the house¬ 
keeping staff, or the 
engineers, and try to get them 
as a department or sub-de¬ 
partment, to ask for union 
representation. He is doing 
this solely because he wants 
to increase the number of 
STA members not because he 
believes the employees at a 
departmental level are badly 
treated. 

AHATA has joined with 
the Hyatt, the Westin, La Ca¬ 
bana and De Palm Tours to 
argue that unionizing at a de¬ 
partmental level is not what 
was intended by the original 
law which allowed a referen¬ 
dum to ask for a union at the 
property level. AHATA and 
its members are convinced 
that to allow unionization at a 
departmental level is not in 
the best interests of the em¬ 
ployees, of the hotels, and of 
the tourism industry of 
Aruba. AHATA regrets that 
mediators in the past have al¬ 
lowed a small number of ref¬ 
erenda at the departmental 
level but argue that this was a 
policy decision taken by the 
Government and the media¬ 
tors themselves, and is not in 
the spirit of the law. 

The CEO of AHATA said 
that the primary concern of 
the industry was that at a time 
when Aruba’s tourism indus¬ 
try needed to be as competi¬ 
tive and efficient as possible,

allowing union representa¬ 
tion at a departmental level 
would only lead to a break¬ 
down in labor relations as ho¬ 
tels would find they were 
dealing with multiple unions 
and multiple labor contracts, 
all with different terms and 
conditions, with staff fighting 
amongst themselves as to 
whose contract was better, 
with a breakdown in the abil¬ 
ity of staff to move within a 
hotel, all leading to a rapid 
deterioration in customer care 
and service. This is not spec¬ 
ulation. It has happened else¬ 
where with terrible 
consequences. 

The CEO of AHATA, 
James Hepple, recently re¬ 
turned from Caribbean Travel 
Marketplace where he met 
with a number of his equiva¬ 
lent national hotel association 
executives. Mr. Hepple 
learned that many hotels in 
Puerto Rico had unionized at 
the departmental level which 
had led to huge problems in 
labor relations, so much so 
that a number of hotels had 
been closed by their owners 
in the last ten years because 
of their inability to operate 
efficiently. 

“This is not a road we 
want to go down” said Mr. 
Hepple. “If our associates 
wish to have a union at the 
property or business level 
then fine, we can work with 
that. What we cannot do is 
see our industry torn apart by 
one union fighting the others 
solely in an attempt to in¬ 
crease membership. Aruba 
depends almost completely 
upon tourism for its liveli¬ 
hood. I shudder to think what 
will happen to Aruba if 
tourism is no longer there be¬ 
cause our visitors decide they 
prefer to go somewhere else 
to avoid the negative conse¬ 
quences of this action”

In 1960 the leg¬ 
endary Rocky Marciano flew 
to Curacao to see Sugar Boy 
Nando fight.

Nando with him to the states. 
Along with being a famous 
boxer, Sugar Boy Nando was 
also a talented pianist. 

Another prominent figure 
for whom a street will be 
named is George Rafael Pan- 
tophlet-another well known 
boxer of San Nicolas.

He 
worked for more than 30 
years as a LAGO police offi¬ 
cer, he lived and raised his 
family in San Nicolas. In 
2011 Battling Siki died at the 
ripe age of 81. George Rafael 
Pantophlet was very active 
with young people, helping 
them practice sports in gen¬ 
eral but especially the sport 
of boxing.

for human hair extensions, a 
local paper reported Tuesday. 

The Times said Mutsa 
Madonko had his long locks 
that he has grown for 10 
years, cut off while partying at 
a Johannesburg club. 

Natural dreadlocks are 
sold as hair extensions for 
anything between 200 rand 
($22, 16 euro) and 2,500 rand 
($204, 278 euro) depending 
on the length, said The Times. 

The extensions are weaved 
into clients' own hair. They are 
worn by both men and 
women. 

Synthetic extensions have 
been used for years, but the 
Times report suggests demand 
for 100 percent human hair 
dreadlocks is growing in 
South Africa.

It demonstrates every phase 
of the arts, visual and per¬ 
forming. There is original

“I also felt that such a 
magazine was needed to truly 
recognize and acknowledge 
those groups and individuals 
who dedicate so much time, 
work and creatively to the in¬ 
stitution.

the advertisers. Chibi informs 
there are still a few copies left 


for this year’s edition, 
and he can be con¬ 
tacted at 582-4868 to 
obtain issues. Aside 
from a complete sched¬ 
ule of all upcoming 
events, it imparts a 
lively history of the 
various parades, carni¬ 
val royalty elections 
and music contests, in 
both Papiamento and 
English. This makes it 
an ideal medium for 
vacationers to truly un¬ 
derstand and appreci¬ 
ate the importance of 
various events.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - De¬ 
spite being grounded on doc¬ 
tor’s orders after a bout of 
ill-health, US Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton Tuesday 
took a round-the-world trip 
from Antarctica to London to 
say a final farewell. 

Using satellites and the In¬ 
ternet, she hooked into some 
of the world’s major televi¬ 
sion networks to answer 
questions from local anchors 
and audiences in what was 
billed as a ’’Global Townter- 
view” by the State Depart¬ 
ment. 

Clinton, who has traveled 
almost a million miles, appar¬ 
ently held 1,700 meetings 
with world leaders and suf¬ 
fered some 570 airplane 
meals, never moved from her 
seat in the Washington-based 
Newseum during her hour- 
long journey. 

It was one of her last pub¬ 
lic events as she prepares to 
step down on Friday after 
four years as America’s top 
diplomat, to be replaced by 
Senator John Kerry, whose 
full Senate confirmation was 
expected later Tuesday. 

But she was able to do 
what she says she loves doing 
best, saying in her 59 town- 
hall meetings: ”I’ve heard 
what’s on people’s minds and 
what their questions were. 
And so it’s been a great two¬ 


way communication.” 

Moving around the world 
taking questions from every 
continent and cities from 
Beirut to Tokyo, London to 
New Delhi, and on to Bogota 
via Lagos, Clinton was 
quizzed on the burning issues 
of the day. 

There was even a question 
sent by email from a Chilean 
scientist working in the 
Antarctic, asking about 
America’s future position on 
mineral resources there. The 
answer was "we are working 
on that.” 

Clinton was thrilled to get 
the question though, saying: 
"It’s the one continent I 
haven’t been to, so I’m very 
jealous that you’re down 
there.” 

With the threat of Islamic 
extremism topping the head¬ 
lines, Clinton agreed with the 
Australian Broadcasting Cor¬ 
poration’s anchor Leigh Sales 
that "historically” not enough 
focus has been given to North 
Africa. 

Yet, in the wake of the 
Arab Spring, she said ”it’s 
also exciting to see people in 
North Africa after so many 
decades of oppression look¬ 
ing to find their own way for¬ 
ward democratically.” 

On the Middle East peace 
process, the outgoing secre¬ 
tary of state said she believed 


the recent elections in Israel 
"opens doors, not nails them 
shut.” 

She also lauded ties with 
Japan, but regretted that 
North Korea’s new leader 
Kim Jong-un had not taken 
steps to end his people’s iso¬ 
lation. 

Clinton said one of her 
biggest regrets was the death 
of four Americans killed in 
an attack on the US mission 
in Benghazi in September. 

And she revealed that the 
past secretary of state she ad¬ 
mired and identified with the 
most was William Seward 
who had run against Abraham 
Lincoln to be the president 
and then served under him. 

But the questions kept 
coming back to the elephant 
in the room: what is Clinton, 
a former first lady and New 
York senator, planning to do 
next? 

There’s definitely another 
memoir in the works. ”1 don’t 
know what I’ll say in it yet," 
she said with a laugh. 

And while the 2016 presi¬ 
dential elections may already 
by on the horizon, Clinton as 
usual deftly side-stepped the 
question of whether she’ll run. 

"I am not thinking about 
anything like that right now. 
I am looking forward to fin¬ 
ishing up my tenure as secre¬ 
tary of state and then catching 
up on about 20 years of sleep 
deprivation,” she chuckled. 

She assured the audience 
though that she would keep 
on working for women's 
rights. "This has been the 
cause of my life and will con¬ 
tinue to be as I leave the sec¬ 
retary of state's office 
because we are hurting our¬ 
selves,” she said. 

Denouncing the death of 
an Indian woman who was 
the victim of a gang-rape, she 
added: "Who knows what she 
could have contributed to 
India's future?”

Australian teen survives 
nine weeks in wild 


US senators unveil 
immigration reform deal 


SYDNEY (AFP) - An Aus¬ 
tralian teenager who went 
missing from his home in Syd¬ 
ney more than two months ago 
was discovered emaciated, ex¬ 
hausted and covered in 
leeches, but alive in bushland 
north of the city, police said. 

Matthew Allen's family 
feared the worst after the 18- 
year-old disappeared in late 
November from Westleigh, 
near Cherrybrook in northwest 
Sydney and his mobile phone 
and bank accounts went un¬ 
touched. 

Extensive searches of the 
area by police failed to find a 
trace of Allen, who suffers 
from an undisclosed medical 
condition. 

But two hikers spotted the 
teen lying in bushland less 
than two kilometres (just over 
a mile) from his home on Sat¬ 
urday, covered in leeches and 
insect bites and having lost al¬ 
most half his body weight. 

He was partially blind, ex¬ 
hausted and suffering gan¬ 
grene to his lower legs and feet 
after an ordeal police said they 
were amazed he had survived. 

"He was completely ex¬ 


hausted, completely dehy¬ 
drated, suffered significant 
weight loss, somewhere up to 
50 percent. He was suffering 
from partial blindness and he 
had leeches all over him," said 
acting police inspector Glyn 
Baker. 

"He was not living under 
any shelter and was exposed to 
the full conditions since re¬ 
ported being missing," he 
added. 

Allen was believed to have 
deliberately hidden himself 
from view in the area which is 
heavily frequented by hikers. 

He told rescuers he had sur¬ 
vived by drinking from a local 
creek, which was almost dry 
when he was found. Allen en¬ 
dured soaring temperatures in 
recent weeks including a 
record-breaking 46 degree 
Celsius (115 Fahrenheit) day 
in Sydney. 

Allen was airlifted to safety 
and was undergoing treatment 
in hospital for his injuries, 
which were described as not 
life-threatening. 

"His family are ecstatic that 
he's alive and that he's well," 
said Baker. 


Greece arrests 
first woman on 
child porn 
charges: police 

ATHENS (AFP) - Greek po¬ 
lice have arrested a 52-year- 
old woman on child 
pornography charges — a first 
in the country — following an 
investigation assisted by a 
Dutch journalist, authorities 
said on Tuesday. 

The 52-year-old, a foreign 
language teacher, was arrested 
in Athens on Monday, the po¬ 
lice said. 

The journalist from the 
Netherlands had earlier 
alerted authorities after posing 
as a paedophile to arrange a 
meeting with the suspect, who 
is believed to be "an active 
member of several global 
child sex groups," a police 
statement said. 

"This is the first woman ar¬ 
rested in Greece over this sort 
of crime," the police said. 

In addition to child porn 
magazines and other items 
pertaining to the case, officers 
confiscated a notebook con¬ 
taining the names of partici¬ 
pants in a "paedophile 
network" in Athens, the police 
said. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Eight 
US lawmakers crossed party 
lines to unveil a plan Monday 
that would provide a pathway 
to citizenship for 11 million il¬ 
legal immigrants currently liv¬ 
ing in the shadows in the 
United States. 

It promises a "tough but 
fair" path to citizenship for un¬ 
documented immigrants, re¬ 
form that would build the US 
economy, an "effective" em¬ 
ployment verification system 
and an improved process to 
admit future workers, the sena¬ 
tors said 

The proposed legislation 
also increases the number of 
drones and other surveillance 
equipment, as well as the num¬ 
ber of agents at and between 
ports of entry in a bid to better 
secure the long borders the 
United States shares with 
Canada to the north and espe¬ 
cially Mexico to the south. 

Senators backing the meas¬ 
ure are Republicans John Mc¬ 
Cain, Marco Rubio, Lindsey 
Graham and Jeff Flake, along 
with Democrats Robert Menen- 
dez, Chuck Schumer, Dick 
Durbin and Michael Bennet. 

Although the bill seeks to 
boost security measures, it also 


vows to "strengthen prohibi¬ 
tions against racial profiling 
and inappropriate use of force," 
as well as improve training for 
border patrol agents and in¬ 
crease oversight. 

In a bid to combat visa 
overstays, the lawmakers of¬ 
fered a requirement for those 
in the country illegally to reg¬ 
ister with the government. 

Around 40 percent of the il¬ 
legal immigrants now in the 
United States entered the coun¬ 
try legally but then let their 
visa expire, according to offi¬ 
cial estimates. 

But under the plan, they 
would also be able to earn 
"probationary" legal status — 
to live and work legally in the 
US — after passing a back¬ 
ground check and paying a 
fine and back taxes. 

Those with a "serious" 
criminal background or who 
otherwise threaten US national 
security would not be eligible 
for legal status and would face 
deportation, according to the 
framework document. 

Under the plan, individuals 
who fulfill the requirements 
could eventually obtain a green 
card for permanent residency.

US soldier says double arm 
transplant life-changing 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US soldier who lost all his 
limbs in Iraq in 2009 said 
Tuesday he feels like himself 
again after he received a rare 
double arm transplant. 

Brendan Marrocco, a for¬ 
mer infantryman who was the 
first soldier to survive quadru¬ 
ple limb loss in the Iraq war, 
underwent the complex 13- 
hour surgery six weeks ago. 

He is one of just seven peo¬ 
ple in the United States who 
have successfully received 
double arm transplants, and 
doctors say he has a long way 
to go before he can be certain 
his body will not reject the 
transplant and that he will 
gain function of the hands. 

"Currently I don’t really 
have feeling or motion in my 
hands yet. But we'll get there," 
Marrocco said at a press con¬ 
ference, in his first public ap¬ 
pearance since the surgery. 


With both arms 
and hands cov¬ 
ered by casts and 
braces, and wear¬ 
ing a khaki t-shirt, 
Marrocco ex¬ 
pressed determi¬ 
nation and hope 
the new hands 
would change his 
life. 

"I hated not 
having arms," he 
said. 

"Not having 
arms takes so 
much away from 
you," he added, 
saying that losing 
both his legs was 
less frustrating in 
comparison. 

"You talk with 
your hands, you 
do so much with 
your hands," he 
explained, 

"When you don't have that, 
you're kind of lost for a 
while." 

He said his new arms make 
him feel "almost like I went 
back four years," to before the 
roadside attack in Iraq where 
he was so gravely injured. 

One of his doctors, Jaimie 
Shores, the clinical director of 
Johns Hopkins Hospital hand 
transplant program, said Mar¬ 
rocco will spend the next two 
to three years doing "intense 
hand therapy," six hours a day, 
every day. 

"Brendan has a full-time 
job now," Shores said, adding 
the process "will take incredi¬ 
ble amount of effort" as his 
nerves regenerate and teaches 
his body to use his new limbs. 

But he said Marrocco was 
chosen for the surgery in part 
because the medical team be¬ 
lieved he was up to the chal¬ 
lenge. 


"He's a young man with a 
tremendous amount of hope 
and he's stubborn. Stubborn in 
a good way," Shores said. 
"The sky's the limit with him," 
he added, of Marrocco's po¬ 
tential for gaining functional 
use of the new limbs. 

Shores said a previous pa¬ 
tient who had received a dou¬ 
ble arm transplant above the 
elbow was now, three years 
later, eating with chopsticks 
and tying his shoes. 

Marrocco said he hopes to 
get back behind the wheel — 
he has a black Dodge charger 
he's never driven waiting for 
him. 

And the former soccer 
player said he hopes to get 
back to playing sports, though 
he said now he aims to take on 
hand-cycling. 

"One of my goals is to hand 
cycle a marathon," Marrocco 
said. 

In addition to the complex 
surgery, which involved the 
connection of bones, blood 
vessels, muscles, tendons, 
nerves and skin on both arms, 
Marrocco is undergoing an in¬ 
novative treatment to prevent 
rejection of the new limbs. 

That involved an infusion 
of the deceased donor's bone 
marrow cells, which has so far 
succeeded in both preventing 
rejection and reducing the 
need for anti-rejection drugs, 
which can cause complica¬ 
tions such as infection and 
organ damage," Johns Hop¬ 
kins said in a statement Mon¬ 
day. 

The first successful double 
arm transplant was in 2008 in 
Germany. This was the first 
time the procedure was done 
at Johns Hopkins hospital in 
Baltimore. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama on 
Tuesday announced an extra 
$155 million dollars to aid 
refugees fleeing what he said 
was "barbarism" propagated by 
the Assad government against 
Syrians. 

Obama, unveiling a grant, 
which will take US humanitar¬ 
ian help to Syrians to $365 mil¬ 
lion, also promised that the 
Assad regime "will come to an 
end. The Syrian people will 
have their chance to forge their 
own future." 

"I want to speak directly to 
the people of Syria," Obama 
said, addressing the Syrian peo¬ 
ple in a YouTube video with 
Arabic subtitles. 

"This new aid will mean 
more warm clothing for chil¬ 
dren and medicine for the eld¬ 
erly, flour and wheat for your 
families and blankets, boots 
and stoves for those huddled in 
damaged buildings," Obama 
said. 

"It will mean health care for 
victims of sexual violence and 
field hospitals for the wounded. 
Even as we work to end the vi¬ 
olence against you, this aid will 
help address some of the im¬ 
mediate needs you face each 
day." 

The US announcement fol¬ 
lowed an appeal for funding by 
United Nations humanitarian 


operations director John Ging 
ahead of a donor conference in 
Kuwait on Wednesday. 

Ging said that the UN would 
be forced to cut already re¬ 
duced food rations to hundreds 
of thousands of Syrians absent 
a huge cash injection. 

UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon will seek more than 
$1.5 billion in new cash pledges 
at the Kuwait conference. 

Washington has resisted calls 
to directly arm rebels battling 
the Assad government, fearing 
that US weapons could filter to 
terror groups including Al- 
Qaeda and worsen the blood¬ 
shed which has seen 60,000 
people killed. 

It has provided intelligence 
and logistics support and offi¬ 
cially recognized the Syrian 
Opposition Coalition as the le¬ 
gitimate representative of the 
Syrian people. 

The aid announced Tuesday 
will target severe food short¬ 
ages and emergency health care 
and heating needs inside Syria, 
including for 400,000 Palestin¬ 
ian refugees in the country af¬ 
fected by the violence. 

It also includes funding for 
refugee programs for Syrians 
who have fled the unrest and 
are imposing pressure on re¬ 
gional nations, including 
Egypt, Iraq, Jordan, Turkey and 
Lebanon.

The amount of new cal¬ 
cium carbonate being added 
by coral reefs is at least half, 
and in some places 70 per¬ 


cent lower, than it was thou¬ 
sands of years ago. 

Biologists have long 
sounded the alarm for reef¬ 
building corals, on which 
nearly half a billion people 
depend for their livelihood 
from fishing and tourism. 

Previous research has esti¬ 
mated that coral cover is de¬ 
clining by as much as two 
percent per year in parts of 
the Indian Ocean and the Pa¬ 


cific. In the Caribbean, cover 
has shrunk by around 80 per¬ 
cent on average since the 
mid-1970s. 

According to a June 2012 
update of the ’’Red List” com¬ 
piled by the International 
Union for Conservation of 
Nature (IUCN), 33 percent of 
reef-building corals are at 
risk of extinction. 

Habitat destruction, pollu¬ 
tion and more recently global 
warming are the factors 
blamed in the decline. 

But data which compares 
today’s trends with the pre-in¬ 
dustrial past is sketchy. 

Calcium carbonate is se¬ 
creted by polyps, the tiny an¬ 
imals that live symbiotically 
with coral. Patiently accumu¬ 
lated, it provides the structure 
that enables coral to grow 


vertically. 

A multinational team led 
by Exeter University in 
southwestern England meas¬ 
ured ancient corals at 19 sites 
in the Bahamas; Belize; 
Grand Cayman, which is part 
of the Cayman Islands; and 
Bonaire, a Dutch territory in 
the Leeward Antilles islands. 

Their study, published in 
the journal Nature Communi¬ 
cations, found that in shallow 
waters of around five metres 
(16.25 feet) in depth, reef 
growth rates today were be¬ 
tween 60 and 70 percent 
lower compared to the re¬ 
gional averages of the distant 
past. 

The fall was smaller — 
around 25 percent — in 
deeper waters of around 10 
metres (32.5 feet). 


Many reefs may have lost 
their ability to produce 
enough carbonate to grow 
vertically, according to the 
study. Some are already 
below the threshold by which 
enough carbonate is pro¬ 
duced to maintain the skeletal 
reef structure, and thus are at 
risk of erosion. 

The estimates ’’are ex¬ 
tremely alarming,” said Chris 
Petty, an Exeter University 
professor. 

”Our findings clearly show 
that recent ecological de¬ 
clines are now suppressing 
the growth potential of reefs 
in the region, and that this 
will have major implications 
for their ability to respond 
positively to future sea-level 
rises.”

B -' s $4.5 bn plea 
deal over US oil spill 
approved by judge 


CHICAGO (AFP) - A US 
judge on Tuesday approved a 
$4.5 billion deal in which BP 
pleaded guilty to criminal 
charges from the 2010 Gulf 
of Mexico oil spill — but the 
British energy giant's legal 
woes are far from over. 

BP is set to return to the 
New Orleans courthouse on 
February 25 for a mammoth 
trial consolidating scores of 
remaining lawsuits stemming 
from the worst environmental 
disaster to strike the United 
States. 

It must still resolve a civil 
case on environmental fines 
which could amount to as 
much as $18 billion if gross 
negligence is found. It also 
remains on the hook for eco¬ 
nomic damages, including 
the cost of environmental re¬ 
habilitation. 

The blowout on the BP- 
leased Deepwater Horizon 
drilling rig on April 20, 2010 
killed 11 people and sent 
some 4.9 million barrels of 
oil into the Gulf, blackening 
beaches in five states. 

BP America vice president 
Luke Keller apologized to the 
families of the deceased and 
other victims at a hearing in 
New Orleans. 

It took 87 days to cap BP's 
runaway well 5,000 feet 
(1,500 meters) below the 


ocean surface off the coast of 
Louisiana. 

BP pleaded guilty in No¬ 
vember to 11 counts of 
manslaughter, one count of 
felony obstruction of Con¬ 
gress and two environmental 
violations. 

It has signaled it will con¬ 
tinue to aggressively pursue 
damages from rig operator 
Transocean and well opera¬ 
tions subcontractor Hallibur¬ 
ton, which BP blames for 
faulty work leading up to the 
blowout. 

Judge Carl Barbier — an 
expert in maritime law 
charged with consolidating 
hundreds of spill-related law¬ 
suits into the single case — 
has left the door open to 
some shared liability in key 
pre-trial rulings. 

Several government probes 
have already castigated BP, 
Transocean and Halliburton - 

- which was responsible for 
the well's faulty cement job - 

- for cutting corners and 
missing crucial warning 
signs. 

Transocean agreed last 
month to pay a $1.4 billion 
fine and plead guilty to vio¬ 
lating the Clean Water Act, 
but it argues that, as operator, 
BP must accept full liability 
for the disaster. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve opened its 
first meeting of the year Tues¬ 
day amid speculation the cen¬ 
tral bank could move faster 
than expected to tighten mon¬ 
etary policy this year. 

But divining the direction of 
policy will also be challenged 
by the arrival of four new vot¬ 
ing members to the 12-strong 
Federal Open Market Commit¬ 
tee policy panel under an an¬ 
nual rotation of regional Fed 
presidents. 

Analysts expected the 
FOMC, led by chairman Ben 
Bemanke, would announce no 
change in policy tack at the 
conclusion of the two-day 
meeting Wednesday. 

At the December 11-12 
meeting, the central bank 
boosted its asset purchases to 
$85 billion a month, on an 
open-ended basis. 

It also set for the first time 
unemployment and inflation 
targets for curbing stimulus 
and signaled that it expected to 
hold its benchmark interest 
rate at the current ultra-low 
level through mid-2015. 

But minutes of the FOMC 
meeting exposed divisions 
among policymakers over how 
long to keep policy accom¬ 
modative, with some suggest¬ 
ing a tightening may be 
warranted as early as this year. 

The FOMC meeting comes 
sandwiched in a week packed 
with economic data. Early 
Wednesday payrolls firm ADP 
will report on January job 
growth and the government 
will provide its first estimate of 
2012 fourth-quarter economic 
growth. 

On Friday, the highly antic-

TOKYO (AFP) - Japan’s cabi¬ 
net Tuesday approved a $1.02 
trillion annual budget with 
boosts in defence and public 
works spending amid a fester¬ 
ing territorial row with China 
and a renewed assault on defla¬ 
tion. 

The cabinet approved a 
92.61-trillion-yen ($1.02 tril¬ 
lion) budget for fiscal 2013, 
with revenue estimated at 43.10 
trillion yen and new bond is¬ 
suance at 42.85 trillion yen — 
the first time in four years rev¬ 
enue will have been greater 
than new bond issuance. 

The budget is down from the 
92.9 trillion yen allocated in the 
fiscal 2012 initial budget, the 
first decrease in seven years. 

But the cabinet approved a 
$52 billion military budget, a 
boost in both financial and per¬ 
sonnel resources for the first 
time in years. 


Boston, are believed less wor¬ 
ried about low interest rates fu¬ 
eling a burst of price rises. 

But incoming Esther 
George, from the Kansas City 
Fed, and James Bullard of the 
St. Louis Fed, have both ex¬ 
pressed concerns that the Fed's 
ultra-loose monetary policy 
will stoke inflation. 

"This implies that the new 
voting members of the FOMC 
may be a bit more eager to 
phase out asset purchases this 
year than previously antici¬ 
pated. Unfortunately we won't 
know if additional members 
supported this idea until the 
minutes are released on Febru¬ 
ary 20th," Lien said. 


Meanwhile, public works 
spending rises for the first time 
in four years, growing by 712 
billion yen to 5.29 trillion yen. 

Abe, who took office in De¬ 
cember, has pledged to pull 
Japan out of years of deflation 
by active government spending 
coupled with aggressive mone¬ 
tary easing by the Bank of 
Japan. 

Abe's government an¬ 
nounced a $226.5 billion stim¬ 
ulus package earlier this month. 

In the fiscal 2013 budget, 
the issuance of new govern¬ 
ment bonds decreases by 1.4 
trillion yen from the preceding 
year to 42.85 trillion yen. 

The government is planning 
an $86 billion bond sale to pay 
for the stimulus, stoking fears 
about spending by Tokyo, 
which already owes creditors 
cash equal to twice the size of 
its economy.

MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid goalkeeper Iker 
Casillas' girlfriend, television 
sports journalist Sara Car- 
bonero, said Tuesday there 
was a split between the 
team's players and coach Jose 
Mourinho. 

"It is the popular opinion 
that the players don't get on 
with their coach at all," 28- 
year-old Carbonero told 
Mexican television station 
Televisa. 

"Right now, there is a split 
in the changing room and we 
will have to wait until the end 
of the season to see if Mour¬ 
inho ends up going because 
he has many fronts open here 
at Real Madrid," she said. 

Spain's biggest selling 
sports daily Marca last week 
said Casillas and fellow cap¬ 
tain Sergio Ramos had urged 
club chairman Florentino 
Perez to fire Mourinho before 
next season. 

According to Marca, they 
warned that several Real 
Madrid players would leave 
if the Portuguese stayed on 
next season. 

Casillas, 31, was contro¬ 
versially benched by Mour¬ 
inho just before Christmas, 
further stoking rumours of di¬ 
vision in the club. 

In any case, the Spanish 
international has now been 
sidelined for eight to 12 
weeks with a fractured left 
thumb, for which he had an 
operation on Friday. 

Today Real Madrid will 
host archrivals and La Liga 
leaders Barcelona for the first 
leg of the semi-final of the 
domestic King's Cup. 


MIAMI (AFP) - New York 
Yankees star Alex Rodriguez 
and other Major League Base¬ 
ball players were named in a 
report detailing the records of 
a Miami clinic that allegedly 
supplied them performance¬ 
enhancing drugs. 

Miami New Times pub¬ 
lished the report on Tuesday 
based on records obtained 
from an employee at Biogene¬ 
sis, a clinic run by Anthony 
Bosch, who was connected to 
Manny Ramirez when he was 
suspended for 50 games for 
doping in 2009. 

Rodriguez, who in 2009 ad¬ 
mitted taking performance-en¬ 
hancing substances while with 
the Texas Rangers from 2001- 
2003, also said he had never 
taken such drugs since then or 
with the Yankees, but his name 
appears 16 times in Biogenesis 
records from 2009 through 
2012. 

New Times said Bosch kept 
handwritten notebooks and 
one with Rodriguez's name 
was labeled 2012 and said, 
"He is paid through April 30th. 
He will owe May 1 $4,000... I 
need to see him between April 
13-19, deliver troches, pink 


cream, and... May meds. Has 
three weeks of Sub-Q (as of 
April)." 

Bosch's notes outlined 
"troches" as a drug lozenge 
with 15 percent testosterone 
while the "pink cream" in¬ 
cludes testosterone and the 
"Sub-Q" is a mix of drugs that 
includes human growth hor¬ 
mones. 

Other notebooks linked Ro¬ 
driguez to paying Bosch 
$3,500 for human growth hor¬ 
mone, a banned substance, as 
well as testosterone cream and 
supplements; GHRP, a sub¬ 
stance that releases growth 
hormones, and IGF-1, a 
banned substance stimulating 
insulin production and muscle 
growth. 

"The news reports about a 
purported relationship be¬ 
tween Alex Rodriguez and An¬ 
thony Bosch are not true," 
Rodriguez said in a statement 
first released to the New York 
Post. 

"Alex Rodriguez was not 
Mr. Bosch's patient, he was 
never treated by him and he 
was never advised by him. The 
purported documents refer¬ 
enced in the story — at least as 
they relate to Alex Rodriguez 
— are not legitimate." 

A-Rod", a three-time Amer¬ 
ican League Most Valuable 
Player, is recovering from hip 
surgery. The 37-year-old third 
baseman is expected back as 
early as July. 

But a doping suspension 
could wipe out his hopes of re¬ 
turning this season and might 
have the Yankees thinking 
twice about his future with the 
club. 


NELSPRUIT (AFP) - Zambia 
became the first Africa Cup of 
Nations' holders to be knocked 
out in the first round for 21 
years after a nerve-wracking 0- 
0 draw with Group C table 
toppers Burkina Faso on Tues¬ 
day. 

The titleholders' third 
straight stalemate left them 
emulating Algeria, who failed 
to reach the quarter-finals as 
reigning champions in 1992. 

Zambia missed out after 
Nigeria nabbed the runners-up 
spot in Group C courtesy of 
their 2-0 win over Ethiopia in 
the match being played simul¬ 
taneously in Rustenburg. 

That left the Nigerians level 
on five points with Burkina 
Faso, but in second on goal 
difference. 

As surprise winners of the 
mini-league, the Burkinabe's 
reward is a quarter-final clash 
with the Group D runners-up, 
either Togo or Tunisia. 

While in Rustenburg 
Chelsea midfielder Victor 
Moses converted two late 
penalties to give Nigeria a 2-0 
win over Ethiopia on Tuesday 
and a place in the Africa Cup 
of Nations quarter-finals. 

Moses slotted spot kicks 
into the right and left comers 
on 79 and 90 minutes to earn 
the Super Eagles a last-eight 
showdown with title favourites 
and Group D winners Ivory 
Coast in this north-western 
mining town Sunday. 

It was a disappointing exit 
for bottom team Ethiopia, back 
in the big time after 31 years, 
as they finished the game a 
man short when goalkeeper 
Sasay Bancha got a late red 
card. 

While this duo were cele¬ 
brating progress to the knock¬ 
out stage, Zambia were 


packing their bags after be¬ 
coming the first title-holders 
since Algeria in 1992 to suffer 
a first-round exit. 

The 2012 heroes were left 
stranded in third place after 
three successive stalemates, 
Herve Renard's side elimi¬ 
nated after a closing goalless 
draw in Nelspruit against the 
Burkinabe. 

The only low point on an 
otherwise memorable night for 
Burkina Faso was the sight of 
star Alain Traore — leading 
scorer in the competition with 
three goals — being stretchered 
off clutching his left thigh in 
the opening minutes.
